(Pa. bcvill, IS.) The figure thus thrnsl 
bafore bar mental eye Is that of a 
great Conqueror whose victory ia be- 
ing heralded. With tha Komans we 
know/that it was a custom that gen- 
erals returning from Tarious wars 
were granted what were termed "Tri- 
umphs"—that is to say, triumphal pro- 
cessions, that the people might have 
tangible evidence of their •victories. 


Thus, for instance, Titns, returning 


from the war upon the Jews, in A. D. 


j 70, brought with him certain notable 
I persons, "and the Golden Candlestick 
i from the Temple, and these were dis- 


played to the eyes of the people fol- 
lowing the conqueror. They were sub- 


• setjaently sculptured on the Arch ol 
I Titns, still .standing ia Borne. And 


evidently the custom was still older 
than the days of the Koreans, since ii 
was so prophetically set forth hy th« 
Prophet David. 


Let us permit ocr mental eye to 


feagt upon the scene presented in oui 
text. Jesus, in fulfilment of the Di- 
vine Program, had left the beavealj 
condition and descended to earth, tat 
ing a bondman's form or nature In or

Governors .and" princes 


weald be needed and he would dis- 
pense the honors of these offices t« 
those found faithful In his service, 
loyal in the defense of His cause. So 
In this prophetic reference to our 
Lord's ascension it is declared, no( 
only that He wonld lead forth a mul- 
titude of captives, granting them free- 
dom, liberty, blesst&gsL but also that 
He would confer certain gifts. 


We might have spent valuable time 


guessing the nature of- these gifts 
which the great Eedeemer would dis- 
pense, but such a waste of time Is un- 
necessary, since the Apostle proceeds 
to eiplain the matter and tells m 
what gifts are meant He says, "And 
He gave some Apostles, and som« 
prophets, and some eVanzrflsts, and 
some pastors and-teachers." 


There Is aa astounding-thought con- 


nected with this statement—that th« 
Apostles wer« not self-appointed, and 
that they had no successors, and thai 
tha wort of evangelizing, or making 
known, the "good_ 'tidings/' and the 
pastoral worfe amongst- believers and 
"the teaching work amongst believers, 
are all onder the supervision of th« 
Head of the Church, the" great Victor, 
who redeemed us .wjth ,His blood, and 
who proposes, first,; to lend forth a 
;Bride ^class, and subsequently, all the 
'willing and obedient. 


It behooves us . to notice, that th« 


Apostle does not intimate that Jesua 
gave to some Methodism, to others 
Presbyterianlsm,: and ' others Roman 
Catholicism, etc. No, when vre held 
such thoughts it was because of more 
or less misunderstanding—because we 
failed to see first that there is but the 
"one Church of the Living God, 'whose 
names are written in heaven,", and 
second, that "that one Church is not 
any of the various, sects and-parties, 
but includes the saintly in all of these;

Not Given to Convent the World. 
Noting carefully the_Apostle> argu- 


ment we perceive^that Ihe Master did 
not give these gifts for the conversion 
of the world. He does specify, how- 
ever, what they were for, namely, 
"for the jarf ectiag" of tn« saints, for 
the wort of the ministry,' for the edi- 
fying of- the Body of Christ"— the 
Church, the Bride class. Is it 
able that the Apostle erred ia this 
statement and that the fact is the re- 
verse-^ttsat these gift* were provided 
for the conversion of the world, and 
that the Apostle thoroughly misunder- 
stood the matter and' supposed that 
they were given for the 'perfectingvif 
the saints, for the edifying of the 
Bodysof Christ?

Notice the force of the expression, 


"th* perfecting; of the saints." It is 
not sufficient that feHerers have a lit- 
tle knowledge, a little faith, and a 
measure of sanctification or devotion 
to the Lord, for after they have, receiv- 
ed and attained; a!) of these things 
they still need the instruction of the 
Apostles and .ministers, pastors and 
teachers, provided by the great Head 
of the Church for their, perfection. 
Ah! there is a force and depth of 


j meaning in that wort! perffctiny. 
We 


remember that of onr Head it is writ- 
ten, "Being made porfect through suf- 
fering, He became the Author of eter- 
nal salvation to ail who obey, Him."

Tt is possible to hate, roast, 
boll and stew in them, but sonps can- 
not be cooked in bags, as the expansion 
caused by the evaporation bursts the 
paper, 


Simple Outfit Ne.dod. 


The outfit needed for poper bag cook- 


ing is extremely simple, consisting 
merely ot a number of especially pre- 
pared hags of different sizes, which are 
sold in all shops boasting a household 
department and at nominal prices 


Fircfe — (t is absolutely necessary to 


sslect a bag amply large for the food to 
be prepared. ' 


Second. — Before uting ths bag mois- 


ten it slightly with water to make it 
pliable and to avoid breaking. 


Third.— Grease the bag »n*Me with 


butter or olive oil, using a brush or 
cloth. 


Fourth. — Lay the bag flat on the table, 


lift the upper edge of the mouth and 
carefully insert t,he food. 


Fifth.— ;Fold the mouth of the bag two 


or three times, folding in the corners to 
insure hermeficai sealing, and fasten 
with three or four clips such as are 
used in business offices, or even pins. 


Sixth. — Place the filled sealed bag on 


the wir* or perforated shelf of the oven, 
••am side up, being careful not to place 
the bag toe near .the flamsn. Should the 
bag become very brown shortly after 
being placed m the over reduce heat.

Seventh.— W"ion the food, is done draw 


the shelf or grid from tho oven, gently 
slip a plate under the bag and ca re- 
move it. 


Eighth.— To save the juices cut a hole 


in the bottom of the bag and hold a dish 
under the opening, 


Ninth. — Slit the bag with a. sharp 


knife, remove it carefully from the food 
and throw it ,awa>. 


How to Know When Food Is Cooked 


— Follow the time tahio given, on the 
bags. If heat declines or for any rea- 
son it is necessary to learn the prog- 
ress of the cooking a long needle may 
be used to test the food. To insure per- 
fect browning make R few holes in 
the top of the bag five or ten. minutes 
before the cooking is completed.
